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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

1 . The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of canrying out his invention. 

2. Claims 1-13 and 15-21 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as 
failing to comply with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject 
matter which was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably 
convey to one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application 
was filed, had possession of the claimed invention. Applicants specification fails to 
teach that the starch is present at a concentration of at least 2,500 mg/L. there is no 
data point of 2,500 mg/L in the specification. Furthermore, such is inclusive of amounts 
such as 10.000,000 mg/L or greater, which is not taught in applicant's specification (In 
re Wertheim 191 USPQ 90). The amendment to the claims thus adds new matter. 

3. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming ttie subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

4. Claim 13 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particujarly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

Claim 13 contains the trademark/trade name Collys E700. Where a trademark or 
trade name is used in a claim as a limitation to identify or describe a particular material 
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or product, the claim does not comply with the requirements of 35 U.S.C. 112, second 
paragraph. See Ex parte Simpson, 218 USPQ 1020 (Bd. App. 1982). The claim scope 
is uncertain since the trademark or trade name cannot be used properly to identify any 
particular material or product, A trademark or trade name is used to identify a source of 
goods, and not the goods themselves. Thus, a trademark or trade name does not 
identify or describe the goods associated with the trademark or trade name. In the 
present case, the trademark/trade name is used to identify/describe a starch and, 
accordingly, the identification/description is indefinite. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

5. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(a) the invention was known or used by others in this country, or patented or described in a printed 
publication in this or a foreign country, before the invention thereof by the applicant for a patent. 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
states. 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351 (a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

6. Claims 1 -5, 7 and 1 0-1 3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 02(b) as being 
anticipated by Furcsik (4981709). 

Furcsik teaches a composition which comprises water, a hydroxypropylated high 
amylose starch (column 2. lines 21-38) and xanthan, within the scope of the present 
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invention (see Table I, last 2 columns). The at least 70% of claim2, would be 
anticipated by the "50% and above" teaching of Furcsik. Salt is a weighting agent as in 
claim 12. Applicants intended use as a drilling fluid does not distinguish over the prior 
art. Applicant's method of making, such as in claims 5 and 13 does not distinguish over 
the prior art (In re Thorpe 227 USPQ 964). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

7. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth In this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject nnatter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

8. Claims 1-5, 7 and 10-13 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Gilleland et al (6528088). 

Gilleland teaches a film forming composition which can comprise a 
hydroxypropylated high-amylose starch (column 3. lines 22-25), a biopolymer such as 
xanthan (column 3, lines 30-32), a clay (column 6. lines 61-64). Examples 10-16 
indicate the use of the starch at concentrations within the scope of the present 
invention. Emulsifiers, such as polyethylene glycol, and cellulose derivatives, the most 
common of which are carboxymethyl and hydroxyethyl, may be added (column 7, lines 
1-6). Gilleland differs from the present invention in not teaching the specific level of 
amylase in the starch. It would however be obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to 
vary the amount of amylase in the high-amylose starch in order to obtain optimum film 
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forming properties. Applicants intended use as a drilling fluid does not distinguish over 
the prior art. Applicant's method of making, such as in claims 5 and 13 does not 
distinguish over the prior art (In re Thorpe 227 USPQ 964). 

9. Applicant's amendment has overcome the pnor rejections, but adds new matter 
to the claims. New rejections are presented in view of applicant's amendments. 

10. Applicant's amendment necessitated the new ground(s) of rejection presented in 
this Office action. Accordingly. THIS ACTION IS MADE FINAL. See MPEP
